Turkeys in Clark 
Forest Safe 


Many a turkey today will enter 
| the Happy Hunting Ground, 
but 
| not the wild ones in the 
Clark 
I National Forest where they not 
»only are protected by 
a 
closed 
state 
hunting 
season 
but 
are 
guarded by forest 
rangers 
and 
state conservation agents. 
The United States Forest Serv­ 
ice during the last few years has 
distributed several hundred of the 
birds and this year put out 200 j 
more for restocking purposes. The j 
turkeys are a cross-breed between j 
the native wild stock 
and 
th e) 
larger domestic fowl. It was nec- j 
essary to cross-breed because of 
the small number of native birds, 
G. A. Turney, assistant forester, 
explained in discussing the wild 
life propagation by the service. 
The hens and toms are provid­ 
ed through the co-operation of the 
State 
Conservation 
Commission 
which has arranged with turkey 
raisers to provide the cross-breed 
stock for 
propagation 
purposes. 
From this stock the birds appar­ 
ently best fitted for the wilds are 
chosen and released in flocks of 
about 12, with a ratio of one tom 
to three hens.

William Carr Lane 


William C arr Lane, an energetic 
and popular six-foot physician of 
St. Louis, served as the first mayor 
of that city. 
Before 1819. when 
he settled in Missouri’s metropolis 
as a practicing physician. Lane had 
been a popular army surgeon at 
various m ilitary posts in Indiana 
and on the upper Mississippi. Litt­ 
e r he was appointed governor of 
New Mexico, and his journal of 
his trip across the plains in 1852 
is a noted contribution to the his­ 
tory of the southwest. 
Distinguished St. Louisian of a 
century ago, Dr. Lane was 
born 
in Fayette county, Pennsylvania,! 
on December 1, 1789, one hundred, 
and fifty years ago this week. Af- j 
ter completing four years of work j 
at Jefferson College and 
Dickin- 
son College he studied medicine 
at Louisville and Shelbyville, Ken- | 
tucky. In the war against Tecum- j 
aeh he was surgeon’s m ate at Fort t 
Harrison, a post situated 
about I 
iixty miles north of 
Vincennes.j 
He attended medical lectures at 
the Universit.N of Pennsylvania, in I 
the winter of 1815-1816, and Presi­ 
dent Madison appointed him post 
surgeon to serve with the army on 
the upper Misssisippi. 
Because he fell in love with the 
charming daughter of 
Nathaniel 
Ewing of Vincennes, he gave up a 
cherished idea of becoming a sur­ 
geon in the army of a South Am­ 
erican dictator and was 
married, 
on February 26. 
1818. 
A 
year 
later, at the urging of his wife, he 
resigned his commission and set­ 
tled in St. Louis. 
In 1823, at the first election af­ 
ter the incorporation of the city 
of St. Louis, Dr. Lane was elected 
mayor. 
Although his 
opponents 
w ere such distinguished men as j 
Auguste 
Chouteau 
and 
Marie 
Philip Leduc, he received 45.5% 
of the total vote cast. 
During his 
first term wards were established, 
assessors and health officers 
ap­ 
pointed, streets laid out, and one 
block 
graded 
and 
paved. 
He 
emphasized the need for 
a 
city 
hospital, a free school, and 
an 
increased w ater supply. 
His ad­ 
m inistration was so popular that 
he was re-elected five consecutive 
times. 
Nine years later he 
was 
elected to fill an unexpired term 
and was then re-elected f r two 
terms—a record unequaled in the 
history of St. Louis. 
Old files of the Missouri Repub­ 
lican show that in the 1820’s Dr. 
Lane carried on a wide range 
of 
activities in addition to his prac­ 
tice of medicine. He was chairman 
of a committee selected to locate 
the St. Louis county 
courthouse, 
member of a committee to estab­ 
lish a public library, member 
of 
the board of street commissioners, 
chairman of two Jacksonian mass 


meetings, and represented the city 
in the Jacksonian State conven­ 
tion at Jefferson City. 
He 
was 
also vice-president of the St. Louis 
auxiliary of the American colon­ 
ization society and a member of 
the committee selected to enter­ 
tain the great French general and 
statesman, Lafayette, when he vis­ 
ited St. Louis. 
Lane was an enthusiastic 
sup­ 
porter of Jackson as early as 1824, 
and, according to John F. Darby, 
the Missouri Democrats 
offered 
him Benton’s seat in the United 
States senate in 1826. 
He refused 
to enter the race against his friend, 
however, and was chosen instead 
to represent St. Louis in the 4th, 
6th and 7th General Assemblies. 
In 1852, President Fillm ore ap­ 
pointed him governor 
of 
New 
Mexico Territroy. 
The journal of 
his trip up the Missouri river on 
the steamboat St. Ange and the 
overland trip to Santa Fe 
adds 
much to the history of the south­ 
west, for he commented at length 
upon Indian activities and record­ 
ed his impression of the leading 


men he met, both on the trail and 
in New Mexico. 
During his term as governor o f 
the territory he encouraged grax- j 
ing, kept the Indians 
quiet 
by 
giving them food, and in general; 
won the good will of 
influential 
citizens. 
He was convinced that 
he could serve the region best in 
Congress, however, so he became 
a candidate for territorial 
dele­ 
gate, losing the post by 
a 
few 
votes. 
When Franklin Pierce was 
elected President, Lane 
resigned 
his position and returned to Mis­ 
souri. 
Dr. William Carr Lane died in 
St. Louis on January 6, 1863. 
He 
was buried in Bcllefontaine Ceme­ 
tery.

William Carr Lane, an energetic 
and popular six-foot physician of 
St. Louis, served as the first mayor 
of that rity. 
Before 1819. when 
he settled in M issouri’s metropolis 
as a practicing physician. I^ane had j 
been a popular army surgeon at 
various m ilitary posts in Indiana 
and on the upper IVtisM^sippi. L at-i 
cr he was appointed governor of i 
New Mexico, and his journal of | 
his trip across the plains in 1852 
Is a noted contribution to the his­ 
tory of the southwest. 
Distinguished St. Louisian of a 
Centura ago, Dr. Lane was 
born j 
in Fayette county, Pennsylvania, j 
on December 1, 1789, one hundred , 
and fifty years ago this week Af- ! 
ter completing four years of work 
at Jefferson Coliege and 
Dickin- 
aon College he studied medicine 
at Louisville and Shelbyville. Ken­ 
tucky. In the war against Tecum- j 
aeh he was surgeon’s mate at Fort t 
Harrison, a post situated 
about I 
aixty miles north of 
Vincennes ! 
He attended medical lectures at 
the Uni versity of Pennsylvania, in 
the winter of 1815-1816. and Presi­ 
dent Madison appointed him post 
aurgeon to serve with the army on 
the upper Misssisippi. 
Because he fell in love wuth the 
charm ing daughter of 
Nathaniel 
Ewing of Vincennes, he gave up a 
cherished idea of becoming a sur­ 
geon in the arm y of a South Am­ 
erican dictator and was 
m arried, 
on February 26.

A 
year 
later, at the urging of his wife, he 
resigned his commission and set­ 
tled in St. Louis. 
In 1823. at the first election af­ 
ter the incorporation of the city 
of St. Louis, Dr. Lane was elected 
mayor. 
Although his 
opponents i 
were such distinguished men a s| 
Auguste 
Chouteau 
and 
Marie 
Philip Loduc, he received 45.5% 
of the total vote cast. 
During his 
first term wards were established, 
assessors and health officers 
ap­ 
pointed, streets laid out. and one 
block 
graded 
and 
paved. 
He 
emphasized the need for 
a 
city 
hospital, a free school, and 
an 
Increased water supply. 
His ad­ 
m inistration was so popular that 
he was re-elected five consecutive 
times. 
Nine years later he 
was 
elected to fill an unexpired term 
and was then re-elected for two 
terms—a record unequaled in the 
history of St. Louis. 
Old files of the Missouri Repub­ 
lican show' that in the 1820’s Dr. 
Lane carried on a wide range of 
activities in addition to his prac­ 
tice of medicine. He was chairm an 
of a committee selected to locate 
the St. Louis county 
courthouse, 
m ember of a committee to estab­ 
lish a public library, m ember 
of 
the board of street commissioners, 
chairm an of two Jacksonian mass 


meetings, and represented the city 
in the Jacksonian State conven­ 
tion at Jefferson City, 
lie 
was 
also vice-president of the St. Lrfiuis 
auxiliary of the American colon­ 
ization society and a member of 
the committee selected to enter­ 
tain the great French general and 
statesman. Lafayette, when he vis­ 
ited St. Louis. 
Lane was an enthusiastic 
sup­ 
porter of Jackson as early as 1 8 2 4 . 
and, according to John F. Darby, 
the Missouri Democrats 
offered 
him Benton’s seat in the United 
States senate in 1 8 2 8 . 
He refused 
to enter the race against his friend, 
however, and was chosen instead 
to represent St. Louis in the 4th, 
6th and 7th General Assemblies. 
In 1 8 5 2 , President Fillmore ap­ 
pointed him governor 
of 
New 
Mexico Tcrritroy. 
The journal of 
his trip up the Missouri river on 
the steamboat St. Ange and the
